'I'he  idea  behind  the  proposed  construction 
of  Victoria  High  School  Memorial  Stadium 
to  commemorate  iu  honor  rolls  in  two  world 
conflicts  is  a good  one.

What  should  be  borne  in  mind  is  that  the 
Stadium  project  is  intended  as  a lifelong 
memorial  ro  those  students  who  served  with  I 
the  colors  and  fell  in  two  world  wars.  If 
the  student  alumnae  with  public  support  J 
can  find  money  immediately,  well  and  good.  i 
If.  however,  the  drive  comes  into  competition  ' 
sc  iih  other  community  projects  and  is  slowed  ■ 
down,  there  is  no  reason  to  lose  ^eart  on  j 
that  score.  The  idea  is  a worthwhile  one.  j
